Chair­ 
man Peter W. Ro din o Jr., D- 
N.J., said he will meet Su n day , 
to o , if it ap p ears p o ssib le the 
co mmittee co u ld win d u p its 
p ro ceedin gs in o n e mo re day . 
To day ’s sessio n was again 
heard an d seen o v er n atio n al 
radio an d telev isio n . 
On the stren gth o f a 27-11 test 
v o te that defeated the first o f 
what is ex p ected to b e a n u m­ 
b er o f Rep u b lican amen dmen ts 
aimed at weak en in g the p ro ­ 
p o sed article, it seems certain 
the co mmittee will reco mmen d 
Nix o n ’s imp eachmen t when it 
gets the o p p o rtu n ity . 
A simp le majo rity v o te o n 
an y article o f imp eachmen t b y 
the co mmittee wo u ld sen d the 
m atter to the Ho u se flo o r. A 
simp le majo rity v o te in the 
Ho u se then wo u ld fo rward the 
b ill to the Sen ate, where a two - 
thirds v o te is n eeded to remo v e 
the Presiden t fro m o ffice. 
The p an el was sty mied Fri­ 
day b y Rep . Charles W. San d­ 
man Jr., R-N.J., who said the 
article was to o v agu e. He tried 
witho u t su ccess to delete o n e o f 
its p ro v isio n s chargin g Nix o n 
with mak in g false o r mis­ 
leadin g statemen ts to federal 
in v estigato rs. 
The defeat o f San dman ’s mo ­ 
tio n came after a fu ll day o f 
argu men t o v er whether articles 
o f imp eachmen t n eed sp ell o u t 
the 
charges 
b ein g 
b ro u ght 
again st Nix o n . 
The resu lt ap p eared clo se to 
b ein g a fo recast o f ho w a v o te 
o n the article itself might tu rn

"Yo u can smell it, b u t y o u ’v e 
go t to fin d it.” 


There are eight o ther sep a­ 
rate p ro v isio n s in the article 
an d San dman said either he o r 
so me o ther Rep u b lican o p p o ­ 
n en t o f imp eachmen t will o ffer

tak e an o ther 24 ho u rs to get to 
a v o te o n the article. 
Ro din o has p o wers as chair­ 
man to limit deb ate o n the mo ­ 
tio n s. 


Ro din o clearly was dismay ed 
b y the sp ectacle the co mmittee 
was creatin g o n telev isio n after 
two day s o f ex emp lary b ehav ­ 
io r in its o p en in g ro u n d o f im­ 
p eachmen t deb ate. He to o k 
San dman an d his Rep u b lican 
allies to task .

sib le.

Inflation : great heist

BELM O N T. Mass.— Inflation is 
bothersome . . . irritating . . . nag­ 
ging . . . frightening . . . disastrous 
. . . infuriating. 
Presently the most talked-about 
problem in America, inflation cer­ 
tainly is all of the above and more. It 
is steadily eating away at savings, 
forcing changes in living patterns, 
and resulting in dire hardships for 
those who are least able to protect 
themselves from its ravages. 
Inflation has caused housewives 
to berate shopkeepers, businessmen 
to lambaste labor unions, and work­ 
ingmen to shake their fists at man­ 
agement. Politicians always blame 
the problem on someone other than 
themselves while trying to justify 
various additional forms of control 
which never have worked and won’t 
work now’. And those living on fixed 
incomes face the future with ever- 
increasing fear and hopelessness. 
But all of these fears, animosities 
and political shenanigans continue 
only because Americans have been 
lied to. The people of our nation have 
been told over and over again that 
inflation is synonymous with rising 
prices and wages. A greater mass 
delusion would be hard to document. 
If inflation is not rising prices and 
wages, then what is it? Simply stat­ 
ed, inflation is an increase in the 
quantity of money. That which is in­ 
flated is the amount of money—a 
condition brought about solely and 
entirely by our federal government. 
When the government spends in 
excess of its revenues its debts are 
covered by issuing freshly printed 
currency. The introduction of more 
currency into our national economy 
results in a watering down—a less­ 
ening in value—of existing currency. 
As a result, prices rise and wage de­ 
mands (which are really prices for 
labor) rise along with them. 
Another way of looking at the ef­ 
fect of inflation is to realize that the 
marketplace is a gigantic auction. If 
a person enters the auction with 
$100, he plans to bid proportionately 
for any goods or services. But, if 
some stranger gives him and some 
other bidders an extra $100 each, 
they will bid higher. Thus the prices 
of the goods being auctioned rise, 
and the dollars of the bidders have 
become less valuable because of the 


increased supply of dollars. The dol­ 
lars of those who received no extra 
dollars have become less valuable 
too. 
The process whereby currency is 
inflated is actually a cruel and insid­ 
ious form of taxation. While few are 
aware of what is happening, the gov­ 
ernment deceptively confiscates a 
portion of the savings, insurance 
policies and retirement funds held 
by the citizens. Inflation, as old as 
history' itself, is a clever but sinister 
way of forcing the people to pay for 
governmental schemes which they 
would refuse to finance if taxed di­ 
rectly. 


According to reliable economic 
reports, the peopie of the United 
States have lost more than $1,000,- 
000,000,000 (one trillion dollars) in 
the buying power of savings and life 
insurance in the past 30 years. If a 
citizen accomplished such a heist on 
fellow’ Americans, he would be the 
most successful embezzler the world 
has ever known. 
So-called experts and analysts 
continue to insist that inflation is 
“ elusive,” or that it is “ complex,” 
or that it is “ difficult to control.” 
Some of these specialists in double- 
talk are simply fools who don’t know 
any better. But others are in on the 
grand heist. In either case, such ina­ 
bility or refusal to publicize what in­ 
flation is and who is causing it is 
leading Americans and America to 
certain ruin. 


The problem known as inflation 
has been caused by Washington. The 
solution—an end to deficit spending 
and a return to precious metal hack­ 
ing for our currency—can only be 
brought about by Washington. But 
our present leaders won’t correct 
the mess they have created until the 
American people demand that they 
do so. 
Therefore, the next time you feel 
like screaming at your butcher, your 
boss, your employes, or even your 
hard-pressed, budget-juggling wife, 
don’t do it. 
Instead, send your 
screams to your Congressman and 
your Senators. Tell them to stop in­ 
flating the currency immediately or 
you’ll find someone to represent you 
who will.

Winding down the wind 


Ever since the Wright Brothers 
built the first one to test airfoil 
shapes, the wind tunnel has been an 
indispensible tool of the aircraft de­ 
signer. Now architects and con­ 
struction engineers are putting en 
tire buildings in wind tunnels—in 
miniature, of course. 
As buildings 
reach 
greater 
heights, they deflect downward the 
faster winds encountered aloft 
In 
some cases—most notably one in 
volving a skyscraper in Boston—the 
high winds have torn off portions of 
the structure’s facade and broken 
windows. In high winds, ground-lev­ 
el doors may he difficult to open and 
wind paths are created around cor­ 
ners and along sidewalks that are 
uncomfortable or dangerous to pe­ 
destrians 
The wind effects on a 40-story of- 
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fice tower and pedestrian plaza 
planned for downtown Seattle were 
recently 
determined by Calspan 
Corp. engineers in a specialized 
wind tunnel simulating the earth’s 
turbulent atmosphere. 
An area of downtown Seattle 
about one-half mile in diameter was 
reproduced on a 88-inch-diameter 
turntable. Models of existing city 
structures surrounded the 16-inch- 
high tower in its center. By rotating 
the turntable, the model city was 
subjected to wind flow from 36 direc­ 
tions, from less than one mile an 
hour to more than 60 miles an hour. 


By tracing the wind paths creat­ 
ed and by making modifications on 
the model, the engineers were able 
to show architects how to improve 
their design.

Organic 
farmers: 
panacea?

Few subjects are of such continu­ 
al, consuming interest (pun intend­ 
ed) as what we put into our stom­ 
achs. 
The author of the latest diet book, 
especially if it has a catchy title, can 
be assured of instant, if fleeting, 
fame. Cookbooks roll off the presses 
with a regularity matched only the 
by Bible. Organic food stores have 
blossomed across the land. 
Indeed, one of the most burgeon­ 
ing businesses—and hottest contro­ 
versies—these days is the organic 
food-organic farming movement. 
In many ways, it has taken on the 
aspects of a religion, and as with any 
religion, while there is an abundance 
of testimonials from converts about 
its benefits, there is a dearth of ob­ 
jective facts upon which an im parti­ 
al person can base a judgment. 
One hears claims of the m arvel­ 
ous results when farmers switch 
from synthetic pesticides, herbi­ 
cides and fertilizers to compost, ma­ 
nure and natural insect enemies. 
Their crops are taller, heavier, more 
resistant to disease, better tasting 
and more nutritious. Their soil is 
sweeter and richer, the earthworms 
more abundant and their families 
are healthier. 
This is passing strange, for at one 
time all farmers farmed “ organical­ 
ly.” There was no other way. Yet we 
know that where once one farmer 
was able to feed a handful of other 
people besides himself, today only 
about five per cent of the population 
supports 210 million Americans with 
surpluses to spare. 
Mechanization and 
chemicals, 
not organic farming are also some­ 
times guilty of extremism. 
Scientists warn that if every 
American farmer went organic it 
would doom millions to malnutri­ 
tion, if not starvation. A symposium 
in San Francisco last February 
sponsored by the American Associa­ 
tion for the Advancement of Science 
bore the title, “ The Food Supply and 
the Organic Food M yth,” suggesting 
that the issue was already settled. 
It is difficult to find an agnostic in 
this controversy. One expert who 
seems to have an open mind is Joan 
Dye Gussow, a nutritionist at Co­ 
lumbia University Teacher’s Col- 
lege. 
One of the troubling aspects of 
modern farming, she points out, is 
its enormous energy cost. The huge 
“ fossil fuel subsidy” represented by 
nitrogen fertilizers, pesticides, 
herbicides, tractors, gasoline, irri­ 
gation and so forth, was acceptable 
as long as energy was abundant and 
cheap. Now that energy no longer is 
cheap, we see that American agri­ 
culture is “ efficient” only in terms 
of reducing human labor. 
Moreover, agriculture is now the 
single largest source of solid waste 
in the United States. Half of this 
waste—more than one billion tons a 
year—is manure, much of which 
does not go back into the soil to in­ 
crease tilth and fertility as it did 20 
years ago but has become part of our 
solid waste problem. One advantage 
of organic farming is that instead of 
producing waste, it attempts to 
make use of it. 
It is extraordinary, she says, how 
much hostility the relatively small 
band of organic growers and those 
who consume their products, has 
generated.

“ To add to the dilem ma of 
the inner-city dentist or any 
dentist in this state who feels 
the need or comp assion to treat 
his less fortu nate brothers and 
sisters, p ay m ent for serv ices 
rendered ru ns from six months 
to one y ear behind the date of 
billing,” he said.

Have you ever tried rug- 
hook ing? It’s fun, it’s easy, it’s 
inexpensive and it can be done 
while counting Hank Aaron's 
home runs on TV. 
Rug-hook ing has become one 
of the fastest-growing of the 
home-oriented crafts and with 
good reason. The latchhook 
technique is simple enough for 
a youngster to m anage. The 
work goes very quick ly so there 
isn’t tim e to tire of it and it’s 
the sort of project the whole 
family can share. 


While rug-hook ing is as old as 
any of the other crafts, k its 
using pre-cut yam s are rela­ 
tively new. Rug-Crafter, one of 
the best of the pre-cut k its, uses 
the sam e k ind of Acrilan yam 
used in broadloom carpeting. 
The yam is cut into 2‘iinch 
lengths and balled neatly into 
1-ounce pack ets. 


Besides the yam , the k its 
contain a canvas printed in an 
attractive design, the latch­ 
hook tool and an instruction 
sheet. The piece of yarn is 
slipped over the hook and the 
hook is pulled in and out of the 
canvas to tie the yam in a 
sim ple k not. The rug is work ed 
across, row by row — you never 
do the design first. Then fill in 
the back ground, as you do in 
needlepoint or other 
needle 
arts. The finished rug is bound 
and may be used on the floor or 
as a wall hanging. Once the rug 
is completed it is virtually 
indestructible and will last for 
many years

Dear R.K.: First aid for 
buttonhole-haters is here. Look 
for new Velcro fasteners — they 
come in all k inds of colors, in 
light, medium and heavy stress 
and m ay be used instead of but­ 
tons, zipppers, hook s and eyes, 
snaps and all k inds of fasteners.

Fish now gets a higher rating 
in the American lifestyle. It 
used to be classified as cheap 
food — the required Roman 
Catholic Friday night special. 
But that is only for most a 
memory. Times change. Fish 
and seafood prices are prac­ 
tically as 
high as those for 
lam b chops and prim e beef. 
Shrimp is expensive enough 
to startle one. But shrim p is 
now the thing to order. Every 
cock tail party m ust offer a bowl 
of them. Every restaurant must 
have them on the menu. In the 
old days, clam s and oysters 
were the big item s — served hot 
and cold. 
But 
today, 
rest­ 
aurateurs k now that shrim p cut 
labor 
costs 
and 
please 
custom ers. The m ethod is 
simply to thaw, boil, peel and 
refrigerate shrim ps until or­ 
dered. Clams and oysters must 
be as carefully 
stored 
but 
opened and served at once 
when ordered m ak ing labor 
costs go up. 
These are some thoughts of 
Edmund Lillys who has grown 
up k nowing fish and seafood. A 
Greek born in Istanbul, Lillys 
cam e to the United States when 
12. He now owns the Gloucester 
House on East 50th Street in 
New York , considered by many 
gourm ets as one of the finest 
sea food houses. His restaurant 
is famous for the quality and 
preparation of the best fresh 
fish 
obtainable 
and 
at 
staggering prices. 
‘T oday, fish 
and 
seafood 
must be considered along with 
rent and-clothing as items in 
the budget if you want them. 
They are very high,” he ad ­ 
mits. “And I fear they will go 
even higher 
“Deep sea fishing as a job is 
no longer so attractive to young 
Americans They seek work on 


a five-day basis. Gear and 
boats are higher in price, too. 
Transportation has 
gone up. 
And foriegn com petition is 
ram pant. The Russians and the 
Ja pa ne se need the protein 
from the sea catches. Their 
land, unlik e ours, does 
not 
produce enough protein for the 
m asses. So they go to sea to get 
it. And they go after it fiercely, 
believe m e.” 
Ask 
to 
comment 
on 
the 
quality of frozen fish, he ob­ 
serves: “ First. I would have to 
see the m ark et where fresh fish 
is sold. Many are poorly and 
carelessly run. If the fish is 
handled carefully, then I would 
prefer it fresh, of course. But 
today, there are fewer and 
fewer fresh fish m ark ets. That 
is why generally, frozen fish is 
a 
b e tte r 
buy 
for 
the 
hom em ak er.” 
But he still think s fresh fish 


has a finer taste. 
“ But the taste can be quick ly 
elim inated by poor cook ing,” 
he w arns. “ Fish tak e gentle 
handling. Not too much heat or 
tim e. And I personally believe 
it needs little sauce and fancy 
additions. Lemon and butter 
are enough. The fish, provided 
it is fresh, contains hll the 
beautiful flavor of the sea that 
anyone would hope for.” 
But, in general, frozen fish is 
the most available. That from 
Icelandic w aters is superior. 
Most Scandinavian w aters are 
good. Cod, haddock , sea perch, 
flounder and sole are the best 
bets. Salmon is too expensive 
for most families.

frozen 
scallops

A half dozen important na­ 


tions 
underwent 
meaningful 
change in recent months. The 
rest of Western Europe will feel 
the effects. Still, it would be 
difficult and probably rash to 
generalize about these changes, 
despite an over-all hopeful look. 


In 
Portugal, 
Greece 
and 
Spain, the outlook is brighter. 
Those nations are witnessing 
the phasing out of dictator­ 
ships. That is cheerful news for 
Europe’s moderates, though not 
necessarily for left-wing ex­

In fact, losing of­ 
ten becomes winning by the 
time an adroit tax lawy er 
wheels and deals his way to 
the bottom line of a team ’s 
profit and loss statement 
Tax laws are at the root of 
the wild proliferation of new 
pro sports leagu es and the ex ­ 
pansion 
of 
established 
leagu es They ex plain an own­ 
e r’s apparent ability to absorb 
hu ge losses, to ignore empty 
stands, often to ride rou gh 
shod ov er his handfu l of loy al 
fans. 
Sports franchises are the 
nation’s most glamorou s tax 
shelters And they offer fringe 
benefits that conv entional tax 
shelters su ch as real estate 
dev elopments do not A gov er­ 
nor or a senator is a bu sh 
leagu e celebrity compared to 
the man who sits in the own­ 
e r’s box , howev er seedy his 
team may be 
Bu t the real hero of the 
sports franchising boom is 
nev er introdu ced ov er the sta­ 
diu m p.a. sy stem. Indeed he 
has to bu y a ticket ev en to get 
into the place. He is the ordin­ 
ary tax pay er, who -depriv ed 
of special tax gimmicks—is 
su bsidizing the new sports 
franchises that are springing 
u p all ov er the cou ntry . 
All it really takes to create a 
new leagu e is a copy ing m a­ 
chine, a fertile imagination 
and detailed u nderstanding of 
the whim s of the Internal 
Rev enu e Serv ice (IRS). 
A gu ided tou r throu gh the 
snarl of IRS ru lings affecting 
pro sports is a difficu lt one 
ev en for accou ntants special­

Fu n City has a wheeler- 
dealer who is making a lot of 
money in enterprises not re­ 
lated to sports He is an av id 
sports fan and long has cher­ 
ished the notion of owning a 
team of his own Moreov er, 
ou r w heeler-dealer has a great 
deal of tax able income and he 
needs a tax shelter 
The organizers of the new 
Cosmic Football Leagu e ap­ 
proach the Fu n City wheeler- 
dealer and sing him a siren 
song fu ll of su ch terms as “ac­ 
celerated 
d epreciation.’’ 
“negativ e profits” and “book 
loss.” 
Ou r wheeler-dealer qu ickly 
grasps the heav y potential. He 
can fu lfill his ambition to own 
a team, spend little of his own 
money , and av oid a high per­ 
centage of the income tax es he 
pay s on his other earnings. 
All this is possible becau se 
the IRS permits professional 
sports enterprises to write off 
play er contracts at a mu ch 
more rapid rate than, say , the 
real estate ty coon can depre­ 
ciate a high rise For most pro 
sports, writeoffs of play er 
contracts are permitted in 


three to fiv e y ears. 
This means that when the 
Goliaths 
sign 
linebacker 
E arthqu ake 
Bonebasher— 
long a crowd pleaser in a ri­ 
v al football leagu e—for $2 
million for a 10-y ear contract, 
the team can depreciate 
(w riteoff) the contract for tax 
pu rposes in as little as three 
y ears. Hence for tax pu rposes, 
good old Earthqu ake is gener­ 
ating a $700,000-a-y ear tax loss 
while costing the Goliaths only 
$200.000 a y ear in salary .

cou ldn’t be happier The team 
is in last place and has lost 


money , tru e, bu t the owner is 
in high cotton. Du e to the rapid 
depreciation allowed on his 
principal team assets—play er 
contracts—the owner comes 
ou t with a loss for tax pu rpos­ 
es of close to $1 million, 
Since the owner’s other en­ 
terprises hav e produ ced a tax ­ 
able income of arou nd $1 mil­ 
lion, he w ill apply his book loss 
on the Goliaths to this tax able 
income Now instead of pay ing 
Uncle Sam some $700.000 in in­ 
come tax es, the team ’s owner 
pay s nothing. His tax shelter 
has cost him $15 0,000 ou t of 
pocket and has enable him le­ 
gally to av oid $700.000 in tax ­ 
es 


Net profit for the Goliath’s 
happy owner is $5 5 0.000 in the 
team ’s first y ear 
The long-term effect on pro 
sports is u ncertain. In times 
past, new leagu es hav e gone 
throu gh occasionally trau m a­ 
tic growing pains and either 
hav e failed or mu scled estab­ 
lished leagu es into merger as 
the only alternativ e to anar­ 
chy . 
Bu t the long-term prospect 
for the wheeler-dealer from 


Fu n City is more predictable. 
He has at least two happy **v e­ 
nu es open to him after hr » ias 
milked the rapid depreciation 
gimmick for all its worth. 
If his team actu ally starts 
making money , he may keep 
the team —and dispatch his 
accou ntants on a safari to seek 
other tax shelters. 
Bu t if the Goliaths continu e 
to lose, and u ltimately u se u p 
the rapid depreciation on his 
play er contracts, ou r canny 
friend can sell the team. If he 
sells at a profit, he’ll be tax ed 
at capital gains rates of no 
more than 25 per cent. If he 
sells at a loss, he merely ap­ 
plies the loss to his other earn­ 
ings. 
Either way , he beats the 
sy stem 
There are pitfalls, of cou rse. 
One is the whimsical manner 
in which v ariou s IRS districts 
interpret the ru les on play er 
depreciation, according to 
Gerald H. Phipps, chairman 
of the board of Rocky Mou n­ 
tain Empire Sports. Inc., the 
corporation that operates the 
NFL Denv er Broncos and the 
Denv er Bears, an American 
Association baseball clu b. 
“ Up to this point the IRS has 
left the v alu ation of play ers to 
the local IRS office. It’s been 
said that Miami had its play ­ 
ers v alu ed by the local IRS at 
$100,000 each when they got 
them in an ex pansion draft, 
while Cincinnati reportedly 
was allowed to u se a v alu ation 
of only $25 .000 each.”
